JUSTICE. 

TLo "glorious atato of umcinliue.sh " 
in which the Crown is so often found 
wBorf'iriTportant criminal cases liavo 
been sot for trial wna never more forci- 
bly illustrated than in the case of one 
"Tom Axdersox," an Iiuliiui, cliargod 
with murder at Cassinr and lioUl fur 
trial for a period extending over two 
t.y#rs.;!i On the 2l8t of July laRt it ^^ a.s 

f '-annouiicetl by advertisement in the 
Gazette and the organ llmt a Court of 
Assize and Gaol Delivery would be 
held at C'a.ssiar on the •JOlh August 
following. About two weeks yubse- 
tjuent to the appearance of the notice 
Sir Matthew Baillie Deubik left for 
the liisti'ict to hold Court. Court \\as 

^ ..C0tiv,eped on the day fixed, (.'ounscl 
for the prosecution aiul defonep .'md 
witnesses woi-e in attondanco in the 
full e.xpcctation that ilic ease of ItKOiN.v 
vs. Tom Anderson' would ho taken u]i. 
Tlio reader may judge of the surprise 
of everyone, from the Judge down to 
- the tipstaff, when the gentleman who 
ropresontod the" Crown was forced to 
ask for a postponement of the case till 
the ne.Kt Assizes for the reason that the 
depositions taken before the Magistrate, 
together with the statement of a wit- 
ness since dead, had hem !eft behind at 
Victoria/ Quietly pigeon- holed in the 

• Attoi'ney-General's oliice by the side of 
several reams of unlinisliod business, re- 
main these important ])aiicrs, which 
should have been placed in the hands 
of the Crown pro.secutor with- his in- 
structions. To say that the Court was 
surprised at this extrnordinnry an- 
nouneonient will convoy but a faint 
idea of the feeling that took possession 
of all present. Counsel for the defouco, 
seeing his opportunity, moved for the 
discharge of his client. That the ap- 
plication did not prove successful is due 

A ! entirely to the attitude of the learned 
Judge, who postponed the trial till next 
Assizes, which will not be convened 
till next year. It is a remarkable tact 
that "Tom's" case was almost tlio only 
one that was expected to occupy the 
attention of the Chief Justice when his 
Lordship left Victoria — intelligence of 
the murder of poor Jenkinsox, who 
'•was a sacrificial offering on the altar of 
Government parsimony and neglect — 
reaching Sir Matthew while ho was 
on his way to bold tlio Court. At 
any rate, the papers connected with 
" Toil's" case were the only ones of i 
Avhich the Attorney-General's office had ! 
the custody and, as if even this .slight j 
charge was too onerous for the massive i 
intellects and experienced nnnds of the 
young men who run tlio Governmental 
machine, the papers wore allowed to go 
astray I At lea.st, they wore not sent 
to Cassiar, and wo are compelled to re- 
cord another humiliating failure of jus- 
tice. 

Some little while ago wo criticized 
the conduct of the Crown in connection 
with the postponement of the trial of 
certain prisoners at Clinton who are 
held for the murder of the Poui.k fam- 
ily. When the Court was convened it 
was ascertained that the Crown was not 
ready to go to trial, the oviihaicc to 
hand being deemed insuflicient to 
warrant the drawing up of tlio indict- 
nients. iMr. Justice Ckav, recently, 
in giving his evidence in a certain case 
jbefore the Police Court, attribute<l the 
failure of justice in that case partly to 
the v.-ant of constables in the gieat 
interior from the town of Yale to 
Uarkerville. A most atrocious murder 
had been committed by some one — -an 
entire family had been wiped out. Five 
weeks elap.sed after the discovery of the 
crime before wo could induce the Gov- 
ernment to offer a reward for the ar- 
rest of the perpetratora. It never, oc- 
curred to the bright and experienced 
minds at James Bay that some active 
person should be sworn in as a special 
constable and sent to v,-ork up the case. 
Two men were taken into custody by 
the people and coiinnittod for trial. 
They were put to the expense of bring- 
ing able counsel from New West- 
minster, and the learned Judge and the 
Court retinue were on hand, but the 
old complaint prevailed. The Crown 
was not ready for action and this case, 
too, went over. 

At Nanaimo an Assize Court was 
convened ycsterclny. Tt is the first 
that has been held in that di.strict for 
nme months. For eight months of that 
period a witness in a criminal case has 
been imprisoned awaiting the trial of 
three criminals who, having procured 
bail, have been at large, while the only 
vitaess against them has languished in 
gaol. 

It is useless for the Clovornment to 
protest that they are not to blamo for 
these important lailnres of justice. If 
the Attorney General is himself not 
guilty of neglect of duty he is directly 
;j Tesponsible for the shortcomings of 
those uiider him. It aSords us no 
pleasure to point out glaring faults of 
omission and commission on the part 
of officers who are sufficiently well paid 
to devote their whole time to the 
service of the Govorntnent; and yet, 
while mistakes and blunders are of 
such frequent occuiTence as to excite 
])opular remark and indignation, with 
three distinct and palpable "failures of 
justice'' within the past si.K months, 
which a little personal attention to the 
public business woxUd have prevented, 
we find tbo Attorney General with bo 
muchliime lying idleon'hia hands that 
he accept.s retainers in civil cases, and 
devotes several hours of each day, 
that ought to bo applied to the busi- 
ness of the public, to their preparation 
and discussion. The Bill that was 
thrown out by the Senate was describ 
ed as "An Act for the Bettor Ad- 
iB|i|»\stration of Justice in British Co- 
iuaiima!" "It provided for the appoint- 
'. ' meut of two additional Judges of the 
Supreme Court. AVo leave it to the 



if a score of Judges in Briti.':h Colum- 
bia could administer any .sort of justice 
in a Province w here the Crown is sel- 
dom ready for businesSjiaiid whero^im- 
jiortant papers are detained at Tict'o'ria 
that are required on the Mainland !

New YoitK, Sept. 9. — The steam- 
ship P. Calantc, which arrived to day 
from Rotterdam, picked up the shi])- 
wrecked crew, twelve in number, of 
the Norwegian bark Cohnnbia, bound 
from London for Quebec. The bark 
was struck by a large fish or sea mon 
ster and had a hole knocked in her 
bottom which caused her to fill and 
sink in half an hour. Tho water 
around the vessel became bloody im- 
mediately after the shock was felt. The 
men had barely time to escape in tho 
boats. 

INDIA. 

LoNiiON, Sept. 9. — Sir Staflbrd 
Nortlicotc, Chaucellorof tho Exchequer, 
speaking at Exeter yesterd.ay said that 
the outbreak at Cabul appeared to have 
been unpremeditated so far as could be 
judged. The Ameer has been entirely 
true to the British and it was certain 
tliat the assistance ho implorod would 
not be rofusetl. There seems to be 
great doubt, he said, whether a prompt 
advance is possible. 

A military correspondent reviewing 
the situation .says 25 per cent, of the 
native troops on the frontier have gone 
forward. The season has been an un- 
usually sickly one and tho hospitals 
arc full of mon unfitted for service by 
fever and hardships of the cump. There 
are very fow infantry regiments in 
trans-Indus province^j'hicli could mus- 
ter 500 men and there is probably not 
a cavalry regiment in tKe Punjaub 
which could put 300 mon on parade. 
Tho transport departments have been 
broken up and their rwrganization will 



be difticult. Upwards of 00,000 camels 
are officially 'reported to have perished 
in liio late compaign. den. Roberts 
may have suflicicnt mules and camels 
to admit of a hasty advance of his brig- 
ade in light marching order but ; (ha 
Government of India will have to 
strain every nerve to gutird his com- 
munications and keep him provisioned. 
Unfortunately tho regiments in India 
nearest Afghanistan htive mostly suf- 
fered from cholera and are numerically 
weak. Tho men being debilitated 
will require heavy drafts to bring them 
up to their war strength and at least 
two months must elapse before men to 
recruit the regiineiits can arrive from 
England. 

News receixed from Allahabad 
through reliable sources givcs^ assur- 
ances that Gen. Roberts will bo at 

Cabul in a fortnight. It is said in mil- 
itary circles at Simla that the 9tli Octo- 
ber is tho probable date of the com- 
nioncement of the forward movement 
because of the deficiency of wheeled 
transportation. A correspondent at 
Sinil.'i says that thoso who know tho 
position of things declare an advance 
inqiossible. 

It is reported that Cabul itself has 
been sacked by a mob. 

LoxDON, Sept. 9. — It i.s stated tiiat 
the military authorities in India havo 
been empowered to hold back any 
troops whose term of foreign service 
has expired. The last reinforcement 
of troops are to be dispatched to India 
to operate in Afghanistan the first 
batch leaving England on tho ICtli of 
the present month by the troopship 
Malabar. The troopship Euphrates 
will follow speedily. In consequence 
of tho proportions to which the oui- 
brrak in Afghanistan has reached, 
officials consiiler it prol.iable that Gen. 
Roberts will wait tho co-operation of 
other colninns before advancing on 
Cabul. 

Simla, Sept. 9. — Tho Governor of 
Caiidahar has expressed his absolute 
devotion to the Britisli and his offered 
lii.s contingent of troops. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Sept. 9. — A proclanuilloii 
has been issued ulacing in operation nn 
act for better preservation of the peace 
in tho vicinity of public works in all 
those portions of Ontario and Kccwat- 
tiii lying within ten miles of e.ach side 
of the located linn of tho Canada Pacific 
Railway. 

TOBONTO, Sept. 9. — Over 50,000 
peopio gatliered to day on tho garrison 
common to witness the review of troops 
in honor of the Oovertior-Generarsvisit. 

ToKO.'<TO, Sept. 9. — A 3-nnle scull- 
ing race between Jake Gaudaur and 
Bill jMcKen was rowed this morning 
after five pcstponnients. Gaudaur took 
tho load at the start and was never 
headed, winning by a length and a 
half Time 22.03; wider rough. 

London, Sept. 9. — It is announced in 
Dublin that Charles Parnell, Home 
Rule member of Parliament for Jleatli, 
and other persons interested in the 
land question, conteniplato issuing nn 
appeal to tho Irish people in all parts 
of the world to aid in the creation of a 
class of peasant proprietors in Ireland.

Ottawa, Aug. 2G.— At Lakcfield, 
tlie other day, a boat containing a lady 
and geiUlenian upset. The lady, being 
a good swimmer, saved lier companion 
from IV watery grave. 

A boy about 12 year.s old, son of Mr. 
G. Roberts, of Scothuid, fell through 
the hay mow, and was instantly killed 
by striking the tumbling rod of a 
threshing machine which was in mo- 
tion. His clothing caught, and he was 
twirled around, his head striking tho 
floor. His brains were scttttorcd on 
the floor. 

MoNTiiE.'Vi., Aug. 20.- -A meeting of 
tlio creditors of Messrs. D. Butters it 
Co. was held yesteixlay. The creditors 
unanimously granted tho firm a dis- 
charge conditional on their handing 
over for distribution the whole of their 
estate, and a resolution was passed con- 
tirming the Merchants' btmk in the 
possession of the collateral held by it, 
which it will be reinembcred there was 
talk at one time of contesting. Part 
of this collateral consisted of grain- 
carrying vessels and the pi'osent activi- 
ty in freights will enable the bank to 
put them to active and ]iiofitabIc use 
iaimcdiately. The probable dividend 
to creditors will bo small. 

Immediately after payment was st0[)- 
ped by the Consolidated Bank it was 
rumored that criminal proceedings 
would likely be taken against certain 
of tho directors. It is now learned 
that within a fow days criminal pro- 
ceedings will bo coiumtuiced against; the 
whole board of directors and the late 
manager, on the charge of preparing 
and submitting to the shareholders an 
untrue statement of tho affairs of the 
Bank. The action will be taken by a 
large shareholder, and will bo of a na- 
ture similar to that taken against Mr. 
Cotte of the .lacques Carticr Bank. 

Ottawa, Aug. 20. — A balloon as- 
cent by a Mr. Allen, from Cartier- 
square, yesterday evening, attracted 
several thousand people. The balloon 
was inflated with hot air, and was let 
loose about 5:30 o'clock. It attained 
an altitude of about si.x: hundred feet, 
and for about five minutes travelled in 
a south-westerly course ; then descend- 
ed like a shot near tiio corner of O'- 
Connor and Nopean streets, striking 
the cornice of a cottage. Tho balloon 
was torn, but Allen escaped without 
injury. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed in the square when the balloon 
began to descend, and crowds flocked 
to sec tho binding in tho greatest possi- 
ble confusion.

A Bylaw to prohibit the ere<:tion o^WooiUn 
■ Buildings within certain Ftn Limits 
icithin the City of Victoria: 

1. Th.it siicli part of tne City boiimled 
on tho North by Johnson street, on tlio 
Soutli by Fort street, on tho East by 
Hioail street and on the West by' the 
Water Front.tge bo hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Lii;iit.s of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnuon to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shtiU be limits re- 
ferred to tibovo. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in tho Firo Limits shall have their outaide 
Walls ami party AValls niado of Briok, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such out.side Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Tlato of "Roof, and party Walls 
shall al.so extend to same height .above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Hoofs shall bo cov- 
ered with -such material as will aflbrd pro- 
tection against Fire anil the Walls snail 
be so conatriiotod as to separate all Wood 
Work thorotiglily and cotni)lotoly of the 
interior ;ind exterior of such Building 
from all and uveiy partof tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fiio Walls, then tho Roof must be 
covered witli such material aa will afibrd 

grotection against Fire. Iu the case of 
l.ablos tho Walla ai-o to bo carried up to 
i the full height of tho .-Vpex of said Roof, 
i Tho term 15iiilding, na applied in this 
i Section, hIuiII not include Privies or 
I Sheds for .stovagc of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
I Sheds. 

I 3. All Repairs to Building constructed 
I of briok, atone, or other incombustible 
j inatevials, shall be made to confonn to 

j this Ordinance. 

j -l The Wooden Building within tho 
said Fire Limits shall not lie altered or 
I changed without the written permission of 
I tho Chief Engineer of tlie Victoria Fire 
! Dopiirtmcnt, approved by a majoiity of 
tlie Fire ^Vn^dena, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
(luii ed, and no sucli permit shall be given 
if any incretvao will be made by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in the si/e of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase tho value ot such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
.such permit.H shall bo kept on file in the 
otiice of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building witliin tho said ^iro 
Limits shall be romovod except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it stands oi' 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 

A iiiujorily of Lhu Fuo Vi niuoita, fi dfiii- 

gorous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the .said Firo Limits shall, 
in tlio judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged b^ firo to the extent of one>haIf 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and tho jicrson re- 
ceiving such notice ahall within ten dajTi 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Stonj J?in7(iiii</.i— Foundations 
to be notlcs.s than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not los.s than eighteen inchea 
in tho hard claj- or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to be not loss than twelve 
inches thick.
